To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Gosport  and  Alverstoke 

Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Fourth  Annual 
Report  for  the  Year  1913. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate. — 813  Births  were  registered  in 
the  District,  and  26  were  transferred  from  outside  districts  as 
belonging  to  our  own,  making  the  net  total  839 — 42  less  than  that 
of  last  year — Males  408,  Females  431,  giving  a birth  rate  of  25.04. 


Deaths  and  Death  Rate— The  total  number  of  Deaths 
recorded  in  the  District  was  423.  Of  these  34  were  transferred  to 
their  own  districts,  and  35  deaths  were  notified  of  “ residents  ” who 
had  died  away  from  our  District.  The  net  deaths  therefore 
amounted  to  424,  giving  an  annual  average  of  12-65.

Infant  Mortality. — This  was  considerably  more  than  that 
of  1912,  and  18  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  Infective  Enteritis,  as 
compared  with  1 from  this  disease  last  year.  Premature  birth, 
congenital  debility,  and  malformation  accounted  for  32  of  the 
total.

Zymotfc  and  Infectious  Diseases. — Deaths  due  to  the 

seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  numbered  39  ; eliminating  those 
due  to  Infective  Enteritis,  which  were  19,  as  compared  with  one 
in  1912,  tiie  deaths  caused  by  the  remainder  were  20,  being  three 
less  than  the  comparative  figures  of  the  previous  year. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  accounted  for  5 and  8 deaths, 
the  mortality  from  the  former  being  much  less  than  in  1912. 

In  the  District  Proper  two  deaths  occurred  from  Diphtheria 
and  nine  from  Enteric — the  notification  from  the  latter  were 
three — one  of  these  being  a case  of  Para-Typhoid  in  a child. 

Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  numerous,  but  of  a mild  type,  and 
no  deaths  were  attributable  to  this.

* This  occurred  amongst  the  Military  population,  but  the 
child  was  attending  one  of  the  schools  in  the  vicinity.  The  case 
proved  fatal  within  a few  days  of  notification. 

The  Medical  practitioners  of  the  district  were  informed,  but 
no  further  case  arose. 

The  following  tables  show  the  notifications  received,  the 
number  of  cases  removed  to  the  Blake  Hospital,  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  deaths. 
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Isolation  Hospital.  Name  and  Situation  : — Blake  Isolation  Hospital,  Elson,  Gosport. 
Total  available  beds— 34.  Small  Pox— 12.  No.  of  diseases  that  can  be  concurrently  treated 
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Blake  Isolation  Hospital. — This  most  useful  and 

indispensable  establishment  has  again  been  fully  employed. 

The  admissions  from  Jauuary  1st  to  December  31st 
numbered  169. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Of  the  102  cases  admitted  two  ware  sent  in 
for  observation  and  were  discharged,  as  not  suffering  from  the 
disease. 

Diphtheria. — -There  were  66  admissions,  but  of  these  five 
were  sent  in  on  suspicion  for  observation  and  isolation,  and  were 
discharged  after  a few  days’  detention.  Parents  cannot  be  too 
strongly  urged  to  seek  medical  advice  promptly  for  any  of  their 
children  complaining  of  sore  throat,  headache,  vomiting,  swollen 
glands  about  the  throat,  or  discharge  from  the  nose.  Teachers 
also  should  exclude  from  the  class  any  child  with  such  symptoms 
for  medical  attention. 


Two  small  outbreaks  were  traced  to  a girl  and  a boy  who 
had  been  attending  school  for  several  days  whilst  suffering  from 
diphtheria. 


Enteric. — One  case  only,  and  that  of  the  Para  Typhoid  type, 
was  admitted  during  the  year. 

Deaths  in  the  Hospital  were  two,  both  being  from  Diphtheria, 
late  cases  on  admission,  with  but  little  or  no  chance  of  recovery. 

The  “Milne”  system  was  continued  during  the  year,  but 
as  very  many  of  the  patients  are  not  seen  by  the  certifying 
practitioners  till  after  the  first  day  of  attack,  one  of  the  necessary 
conditions  for  its  complete  success  is  absent.

Reference  to  the  Map  of  1912  shows  an  incidence  in  1913  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  South  Ward  of  50  per  cent,  less,  and  in  the  North  Ward  of 
34  per  cent  more,  and  in  the  Town  of  33  per  cent.  less.  Both  the  North  and  the  South  Wards  show  an  increase  of  Diphtheria  cases. 
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Infectious  Diseases  Notifications. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  notifications  received.  On 
and  after  February  1st,  1913,  “other  Tubercular  Diseases,”  in 
addition  to  Pulmonary,  were  made  notifiable.

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Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Forty-six  Primary  Notifica- 
tions were  received  during  the  year.  Investigation  of  each  case 
was  made,  family  history  noted,  and  health  of  contacts  inquired 
into. 

Nine  applied  for  Sanatorium  treatment  under  the  Insurance 
Act,  their  dwellings  and  surroundings  being  made  the  subject  of 
special  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  was  37,  four  occurring  in  the  House  of  Industry  and  11 
in  the  Royal  Naval  Hospital.

In  all  cases  of  death  in  the  District  Proper  the  rooms  of  the 
patient  were  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 

burial.

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From  February  1st,  1913,  -‘other”  than  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis cases  were  made  compulsorily  notifiable,  and  of  such  25 
notifications  were  received. 
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New  Houses. — N umber  erected  during  the  year,  62  ; other 
buildings,  10. 

Labour  conditions  have  continued  favourable,  a total  of  over 
30  Oil  Fuel  Tanks  having  been  constructed  for  the  Admiralty. 

Sewerage. — The  Local  Government  Board  have  recently 
sanctioned  a scheme  for  connecting  up  the  remaining  properties 
hitherto  unconnected  with  the  main  drainage,  and  the  work  is  being 
executed  in  sections. 

Sewage  Disposal.— The  work  of  extending  the  Outfall 
Pipe  at  Stokes  Bay  is  well  advanced. 


Removal  of  Refuse.  — The  working  of  the  Destructor  is 
very  satisfactory  ; 6,309  Tons  of  Refuse  have  been  burnt  during  the 
year. 


High  ways. — The  surface  of  the  Roads  are  improving. 
The  quicker  and  heavier  traffic  requires  harder  road  surfaces,  and 
the  Surveyor  has  been  better  enabled  during  the  past  year  to  pro- 
vide this,  owing  to  the  increased  grants  the  Council  have  been  able 
to  give  to  the  Roads  and  Works  Committee.  Hard  metal,  in  place 
of  gravel,  has  thus  been  more  freely  used. 


The  surfaces  of  some  of  the  leading  thoroughfares  also  have 
been  treated  with  tar,  and  this  principle  will,  I hope,  be  further 
extended  in  the  future  till  the  principal  streets  and  thoroughfares 
are  prepared  in  the  same  way,  for  a comparative  immunity  from 
dust  and  mud  is  thus  secured,  and  the  comfort  and  well-being  of 
the  inhabitants  are  increased. 

Housing  Regulations.— The  inspection  of  the  Town  Ward 
having  been  completed  at  the  end  of  1912,  attention  has  been  given 
to  the  North  Ward  during  the  past  year. 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  under  and  for  the  purpose 
of  Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1909  was  556. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  which  on  inspection  were 
found  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation  was  4,  as  follows:-- 
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Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  Turnpike  Cottages,  Brockhurst ; and 
No.  6,  Elm  Grove,  Forton. 

On  N os.  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6,  Thorngate  Yard,  notices  were 
served  for  repairs,  etc.,  but  the  owners  decided  to  close  the  same 
rather  than  put  them  in  order.

Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  Turnpike  Cottages  were  demolished  without 
demolition  orders  being  made,  and  6,  Elm  Grove  was  demolished 
after  the  making  of  the  order. 


Nos.  55,  King  Street  and  74,  North  Street  were  repaired  and 
made  fit  for  human  habitation,  and  the  Council  determined  the 
orders  made  thereon. 


The  number  of  houses  in  which  defects  were  remedied 
without  the  making  of  closing  orders  was  214 


The  number  of  dwelling  houses,  which  were  put  into  a state 
fit  for  human  habitation,  after  the  making  of  closing  orders  cn 
them,  was  2. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  was 
dampness  of  rooms  and  walls  from  leaking  roofs,  defective  eaves, 
gutters,  and  down  spouts  ; or  to  their  absence — minor  defects  being 
windows  broken,  inability  to  open  them,  and  broken  flcoiing. 

The  number  of  notices  served  under  the  Housing  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909,  was  244. 

It  is  necessary  to  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to 
the  almost  total  absence  of  proper  galvanized  iron  covered  recep- 
tacles for  the  house  refuse,  the  provision  of  which  can  be  enforced 
under  specific  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1875  and  the 
Public  Health  Act  Amendment  Act , 1890. 
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Food  Inspection  : Slaughter  Houses,  Bakehouses. 

During  the  year,  in  the  course  of  inspection,  one  pig  was 
condemned,  also  four  sets  of  lungs,  two  ox-livers,  and  one  pig’s 
pluck.  A tin  of  salmon  was  submitted  for  inspection,  and  found  to 
be  decomposing.  Samples  from  the  rest  of  the  brand  was  found  to 
be  sound.  All  the  condemned  stuff  was  sent  to  the  destructor. 

The  slaughter  houses  are  kept  under  constant  supervision, 
as  evidenced  by  the  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  and  are  found  to  be  kept  in  as  gocd  a condition  as  is 
possible. 

During  the  year  two  bakehouses  have  been  closed. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  regularly  in- 
spected, the  condition  of  all  being  satisfactory.  The  outwoikers 
premises  also  have  been  visited  and  found  clean. 

Routine  Work. — During  the  year  periodical  inspections 
have  been  made  by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Cow 
Sheds,  Dairies,  Milk  Shops,  Bakehouses,  Workshops,  Laundries, 
and  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  Courts  and  Alleys  have  been  regularly  limewashed. 

The  usual  tabulated  statements  of  visits  made  by  the  Sani- 
taay  Inspector  and  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector,  of  notices 
served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  together  with  those  of 
nuisances  abated,  are  appended.
